Trade  Surplus  Down  -  The  June 
agricultural  surplus  fell  12  percent  to 
$1.1  billion,  as  exports  declined  more 
than  imports.  The  surplus  was  the 
smallest  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  2  percent 
less  than  last  June.  The  cumulative 
surplus  for  October  1 992  to  June  1 993 
totaled  $14.5  billion,  almost  the  same  as 
a  year  earlier  (table  3). 

Exports  Lower  -  June  exports  fell  to 
$3.1  billion,  3  percent  lower  than  a  year 
ago.  Grain  shipments  continued  to  de¬ 
cline,  but  a  record  $204  million  in  beef 
exports,  and  higher  tobacco  exports  of 
$137  million  offset  some  of  the  decline. 
Beef  exports  to  Japan  totaled  $1 35  mil¬ 
lion,  also  a  record.  Horticultural  exports 
decreased  6  percent  from  May,  but  were 
2  percent  higher  than  last  year,  on 
stronger  vegetable  exports.  Cumulative 
October-June  exports  were  2  percent 
higher  than  last  year  at  $33.3  billion. 

Wheat  exports  fell  to  2.3  million  tons,  but 
were  still  the  largest  June  exports  since 
1 988.  Shipments  declined  to  308,000 
tons  to  the  former  Soviet  Union  (FSU), 

1 20,000  tons  to  Japan,  and  1 1 9,000  tons 
to  Algeria.  Exports  totaled  260,000  tons 
to  China,  1 88,000  tons  to  Egypt,  1 37,000 
tons  to  Korea,  and  134,000  tons  to 
Morocco.  Exports  for  October-June 
were  almost  27.7  million  tons,  4  percent 
more  than  a  year  earlier. 

Corn  exports  dropped  to  2.8  million  tons, 
down  25  percent  from  June  1992.  Ship¬ 
ments  to  the  FSU  fell  to  261 ,000  tons, 
accounting  for  much  of  the  decline  in 
corn  exports.  Exports  to  the  FSU  for  the 
fiscal  year  through  June  were  27  percent 
below  1 992.  No  corn  was  shipped  to 
previously  drought-stricken  South  Africa. 
Sales  were  up  slightly  to  Japan  at  1 .1 
million  tons,  and  there  were  increases  to 
Egypt  at  199,000  tons,  and  Algeria  at 
1 50,000  tons.  Corn  exports  for  October- 
June  totaled  33.4  million  tons,  13  percent 
more  than  last  year. 

Soybean  exports  rebounded  to  1 .1 
million  tons  in  June.  Shipments  to 
Mexico  of  390,000  tons  were  the  largest 
of  the  year,  and  sales  increased  30 
percent  to  Japan  at  309, p00  tons.  * 
Exports  fell  to  Taiwdn^no  Korea,  at 
128,000  tons  and  5§,000  tons, 


respectively.  October-June  soybean 
exports  totaled  1 7.7  million  tons,  13 
percent  above  a  year  ago. 

Grain  sorghum  exports  totaled  125,000 
tons,  down  40  percent  from  last  June. 
Exports  were  61 ,000  tons  to  Mexico, 
38,000  tons  to  Japan,  and  24,000  tons  to 
Israel.  October-June  exports  were  5.6 
million  tons,  1 0  percent  less  than  last 
year. 

Cotton  exports  remained  weak,  dropping 
to  82,000  tons,  36  percent  below  last 
year,  as  shipments  declined  to  most 
markets.  Exports  totaled  1 7,000  tons  to 
Korea,  1 2,000  tons  to  Japan,  and  1 1 ,000 
tons  to  Mexico.  Strong  competition  in 
world  markets  continued  to  dampen  U.S. 
exports.  Exports  to  China  totaled  only 
1 60  tons  through  June  of  this  fiscal  year 
compared  to  172,000  tons  last  year. 
October-June  exports  were  928,000 
tons,  28  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier. 

Imports  Drop  -  June  imports  fell  to  $2 
billion,  3  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier. 
Beef  and  pork  imports  rose  4  percent 
from  May,  but  were  10  percent  lower 
than  a  year  ago.  June  cattle  imports 
rose  to  $125  million.  Fruit  and  vegetable 
shipments  declined,  but  fruit  juice  and 
tree  nuts  gained.  Grape  juice  imports 
were  over  20  percent  higher  than  last 
year.  Unmanufactured  tobacco  imports 
were  robust  at  $144  million,  and  36 
percent  higher  than  last  year.  Cocoa, 
rubber,  and  spices  advanced.  Imports 
for  October-June  totaled  $1 8.8  billion,  4 
percent  higher  than  last  year.  (Joel

Fresh  Vegetables  Rebound  -  Fresh 
vegetable  imports  for  fiscal  1993 
through  June  surpassed  the  previous 
year’s  total  that  had  been  reduced  by 
poor  weather  in  Mexico,  and  low  potato 
prices  slowing  imports  from  Canada. 
Imports  totaled  1 .8  million  tons  valued 
at  over  $1.1  billion,  35  percent  greater 
than  last  year.  Shipments  of  tomatoes, 
broccoli,  cucumbers,  and  peppers  from 
Mexico,  and  potatoes  from  Canada 
showed  large  gains  (table  4).  Fresh 
vegetable  imports  totaled  $856  million 
from  Mexico,  and  $135  million  from 
Canada  through  June.
